The aspiring app developers and entrepreneurs at- 
tending the new Make School in San Francisco don’t 
take out loans to cover tuition. 

There is no tuition— at least up front. 

Students pay 25 percent of their salaries back to the 
school in their first two years in the workforce, as well 
as internship earnings. If they don’t find a job in the 
tech field— or if their startup fizzles— the school gets 
nothing. 

The two-year Make School, a highly selective startup 
preparing students to enter the lucrative tech sector, is 
hardly a typical American college. But its model, billed 
as “debt-free education,” reflects the collective nation- 
al angst over student loans and college affordability 

It’s been decades since California abandoned its 
famed tuition-free promise, but as tuition nation- 
wide spirals upward, stressing middle-income and 


poor families alike, “debt-free college” has suddenly 
gone from nostalgic fantasy to political sound bite. 

“It’s moving as quickly as any recent issue that I can 
think of,” said Reid Setzer, policy and legislative affairs 
analyst for Tbung Invincibles, a research and advocacy 
group for Millennials based in Washington, D.C. 

The issue has crystallized as a central one in the 
Democratic presidential race, with Hillary Clinton, 
Bernie Sanders and Martin O’Malley all calling for the 
federal government to spend hundreds of billions of 
dollars over the next decade to make college affordable. 

In January President Obama used his State of the 
Union address to unveil a plan for free community col- 
lege, prompting lawmakers in nearly a dozen states to 
introduce legislation to that effect. In April, a group of 
congressional Democrats, including influential Sen. 
Elizabeth Warren of Massachusetts, went further. 
They introduced twin resolutions to make all public 


universities— not just two-year colleges— debt-free. 

Democrats embraced “debt-free college” after get- 
ting trounced in 2014 midterm elections and seeing 
how well the issue resonated with voters, political 
analysts say A poll by the Progressive Change Institute 
in Washington, DC., found that nearly half of Demo- 
cratic voters who skipped that election “definitely” 
would have voted if college affordability was at stake. 
Out of dozens of progressive causes that might have 
motivated those voters, “debt-free college at all public 
universities” rose to the top of the list, the poll found. 

The GOP candidates have been noticeably silent 
on the subject. 

“I think Republicans will get to this issue, but 
they’re not there yet,” said Terry Hartle, senior vice 
president of the American Council on Education, 
which represents college presidents at some 1,700 
institutions nationwide.

A re they crazy? As I read 
about Cellar Door 
Provisions, the almost 
2-year-old Logan 

Square breakfast and lunch spot, and 
interviewed its owners Tony Bezsylko 
and Ethan Pikas (the two met while 
separately procuring ingredients at 
the Dill Pickle Co-Op to bake recipes 
out of the “Tartine” cookbook), that’s 

what I keep asking myself 

I have to do so because when you exam- 
ine the fastidious way they bake pastries, 
breads and cookies, it seems like madness. 
Take their canele ($3, pronounced can-o- 
lay— not can-nell— the way I, an idiot in 
the ways of pastry, was pronouncing it), a 
fluted jiggly French egg-custard cake. In 
theory you could mix up some batter with 
grocery store eggs and all-purpose flour, 
throw it in a silicon mold, pop it in the 
oven and soak it with Bacardi rum. 

But the Cellar Door guys mix their bat- 
ter with local farm eggs and Midwestern- 
sourced flours. They infuse the batter with 
bay leaf and then let it sit at least over- 
night, and sometimes up to seven days, 
to rest. They create a mixture of butter 
and beeswax and paint individual expen- 
sive copper molds with the formula and 
let the molds sit in the fridge overnight. 
They pour the batter into the molds and 
bake it low and slow for an hour, and then 
infuse the cooked cakes with Koval single- 
barrel whiskey This effort leads to a deep 
mahogany-colored, crispy crusted exterior 
and a bubbly, custardy interior that is 
reminiscent of a slightly wetter old-school 
French eclair. The canele wafts with spice 
and whiskey notes and is quite frankly one 
of the best pastries I have had in Chicago, 
ever. 

Their bread baking process is even lon- 
ger and more exhaustive. Fm not going to 
go into too much detail, but Google it and 
you’ll find a great behind-the-scenes docu- 
mentation of the process from my friend 
Nick Kindelsperger over at seriouseats. 
com. That being said, the process takes 
multiple days. Loaves ($3 for two hefty 
slices plus butter) are cooked in individual 
cast-iron pans in the oven. The dough is 
crafted with a 2-year-old yeast starter that 
Pikas created when the restaurant opened. 
Amish bakers from 100 years ago would be 
impressed with the technique and dedica- 
tion happening here. 

I took a friend of mine— a particularly 
finicky eater who only eats food that is 
white, slightly beige or from the cheese

Looks like: Lots of white paint, lots of 
blonde and reclaimed wood, aka heaven 
as imagined by the hippest of Chicagoans. 
Sounds like: Logan Square regulars 
sharing the highlights of their week with 
the restaurant staff. 

Smells like: Butter, freshly baked pastries 
and Metric Coffee Co. pours. 


family— with me to Cellar Door. He took 
one bite of the slightly tangy bark-crusted, 
wheat-riddled sourdough slice and said, 
“What the heck is this?” and shoved the 
whole thing in his mouth. He also scooped 
most of the butter served with it straight into 
his gullet, savoring it for a minute, before 
asking why it was so good. It’s because that 
butter is also churned in-house from fresh 
Kilgus Farmstead cream and topped with 
a sprinkle of Jacobsen Salt Co. salt from 
Oregon. 

The Cellar Door quiche ($9), featuring 
light garlic notes and a side salad of local 
greens, is quite possibly the closest you will 
ever get to eating a cloud. Most quiches you’ll 
encounter elsewhere are dense casseroles 
imprisoned in oily cardboard crusts. Cellar 
Door’s quiche, which feels like it’s held 
together with nothing more than the tears 
of a baker, is so light that I worry a whisper 
would make it collapse. It weeps cream, and 
the crust cleaves at my fork into mica-like 
sheets. As those sheets hit my tongue and the 
crust dissolves, the process feels ceremonial, 
almost religious. 

The menu, handwritten on brown paper 
near the cash register, changes daily One 
evanescent dish I tried called peppers and 
potatoes ($12) featured frilly torn bits of kale 
from Three Sisters Garden in Kankakee, 111., 
crisp fingerling potatoes and house-pickled 
peppers served on a rusty bed of smoky, 
creamy romesco sauce nestled alongside a 
gloriously runny poached egg. 

Romesco is a Spanish sauce often made 
of pepper, onion and almonds or hazelnuts. 
Because the Cellar Door guys are trying to 
use as many local ingredients as possible, 
they subbed in pecans from Three Sisters. 
That excellent smokiness, however, came 
from a non-local ingredient: shaved bonito, 
flaky fish fillet shavings usually added to miso 
broth at Japanese restaurants. 

The dining room, mostly white and filled 
with several small tables and one large commu- 
nal table, has a calming effect. The place is filled 
with regulars, and they all seem to want to talk 
Bezsylko’s ear off about their dogs, last week’s 
pastries or whatever. Though the line backs 
up a little mid-morning, Bezsylko engages like 
a very good therapist, listening to every single 
word and refusing to rush any single conversa- 
tion just to ring someone else up. 



Food culture abuses words like “local,” 
“community” and “artisanal.” Places that 
buy a few tomatoes at Green City Market 
and get the rest of their produce from a 
big-food conglomerate often say they’re 
local. People get weary when you tell them 
that a place is dedicated to craft or sus- 
tainability. And I worry that by what I’ve 
written above, people will think, “Oh, just 
another ‘craft’ place.” But Cellar Door is 
dedicated in a way that few are. So many 
of the restaurants or special places in the 
city that worked like this, such as An- 
dersonville’s now-defunct Great Lake or 


Pasticceria Natalina, have disappeared. 

Of the still-open places in Chicago, Baker 
Miller is one of the few spots that comes 
to mind as having a similar seriousness and 
purpose. Bezsylko, Pikas and their found- 
ing cook Justin Behlke have a commitment 
to their craft, ingredient procurement and 
technique that you’re more likely to find 
at Michelin-starred places like Acadia or 
Grace than a humble neighborhood spot. 
The cooks at Cellar Door put in very long 
hours to keep the business humming. 

And so I return to that question: Are 
they crazy? “Yes, we may be crazy Although, 


honestly, it comes down to monetary limita- 
tions,” Pikas said. “We can’t afford a proper 
bread oven right now, so we have to compen- 
sate with these techniques. We respect older 
processes that take a lot of time because 
we know that results in a more enjoyable 
product and greater flavor. We wouldn’t want 
to do it any other way Shortcuts would bum 
us out.”

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Spectacular ‘Spotlight’ 
gets the story right 


For obvious reasons, 
people who spend 
every day in a news- 
room get very excited 
on the rare occasion 
that their workplace 
appears on screen 
as it really exists off 
screen. If you work 
in an ice cream shop 
and most presenta- 
tions of that world 
suggest everyone’s 
constantly dancing 
and having a food fight, you’re happy when a 
movie comes along that doesn’t do that. 

Unless dancing and food fights are com- 
mon. (I never worked at an ice cream shop.) 

I hope they are. 

Anyway “Spotlight” deserves all of its buzz 
and a place on the list of titles carrying the 
banner of ‘All the President’s Men.” Direc- 
tor/co-writer Tom McCarthy’s film not only 
authentically portrays the newsroom (people 
typing and making phone calls and talking, 
not gossiping about relationships and blow- 
ing off responsibilities) but also taps into the 
decisions that reporters and editors make as 
well as almost anything I’ve seen. Ybu may 
want to think, “Of course journalists will 
praise a movie that makes them look good,” 
and I’m not denying that. But a drama with 
this kind of craft should be called brilliant by 


anyone, regardless of where they work. 

Set in 2001, the movie is based on the true 
story of the Boston Globe’s “Spotlight” team 
of reporters (Mark Buffalo, Rachel McAd- 
ams, Brian d’Arcy James) investigating priests 
sexually abusing children and the possibility 
that high-ranking officials in the Catholic 
Church covered up these incidents. McCarthy 
(“The Station Agent,” “The Visitor”) refuses 
melodrama; he doesn’t wedge in personal-life 
drama for any of these journalists. Sure, it’s 
clear that working all the time does no favors 
for their relationships, but the reporters aren’t 
the story and the movie gets that. 

Every subtle performance (including 
Michael Keaton as the Spotlight editor, 

Liev Schreiber as the paper’s new editor and 
Stanley Tucci as an attorney representing 
some of the survivors) and several moments 
of great, character-based filmmaking combine 
for something bigger and more significant 
than its understated approach might suggest. 
Because it’s not patting the staff on the back; 
with a crackling sense of place and duty “Spot- 
light” looks at a variety of institutions— even 
a local cab service claims to be “serious about 
service”— and how clout can be used to con- 
ceal or reveal, powerful systems at the mercy 
of the people who represent them. Everyone 
makes decisions based on the information 
they have, secrets are there to be found and 
both those in the know and those in the dark 
can turn a blind eye. Chilling.

“If you find yourself 
lost in the woods,

house. ‘Well, I was 
lost, but now I live 
here!

dicament.’ ” 

That was always my favorite Mitch Hed- 
berg line. I guess it still is. It says so much so 
concisely, while also being wise and hilarious. 
It popped into my head at the end of the 
terrifically honest, sentimental “Brooklyn,” 
which is about the meaning of home and 
becoming an adult and is a lot less corny and 
dull than that sounds. 

In a performance justly expected to land 
her an Oscar nomination, Saoirse Ronan 
plays Eilis (pronounced Ay-lish), who makes 
the difficult decision to leave her sister and 
mother behind in small-town Ireland and 
take the long boat ride to New York for a 


new, different life. (Sorry if the title made 
you expect something about hipsters or buzz 
bands or something. Hooray for city-encom- 
passing cliches.) Ronan’s body language and 
the loneliness in her eyes flawlessly establish 
a young woman without stability but that 
will change in the performance and char- 
acter— she begins taking night classes at a 
college after unfulfilling daytime work at a 
department store and meets Tony (Emory 
Cohen of “The Gambler”), an Italian guy 
with an entirely innocent thing for Irish girls. 

Adapted from ColmToibin’s novel by 
director John Crowley (“Boy A”) and writer 
Nick Hornby (“Wild,” ‘An Education”), 
“Brooklyn” tells what’s in some ways a simple, 
traditional story It doesn’t try to wow and it 
doesn’t pander, aside from maybe a bit too 
much comic relief by Tony’s little brother 
with a big personality It’s the rare romance 
that allows us to see a person as the person 
sitting across the table sees them. Even in the 



1950 S, it allows its female characters to want 
more than to find a man. It also shows that 
rocky seas plus mutton stew equals some very 
unpleasant responses from the body which 
doesn’t seem like good advice until you need 
it one day 

Really, though, “Brooklyn” (co-starring 
Domhnall Gleeson as a guy Eilis meets upon 
returning to Ireland) wonderfully under- 
stands why people do things when they do 


them and how everyone pushes you in one 
direction or another. Don’t even pretend to 
be made of stone at the sight of Eilis crying 
over handwritten letters from her family 
thousands of miles across the sea, or faces 
young and old moved by a song that reminds 
them of home. It’s the kind of movie that 
makes you want to hug someone you love, 
and thankful you’ve got them close enough 
to do so.

Both France and 
Ireland are more than 
7,000 miles away 
from Chile, but ap- 
parently it’s nothing a 
little tan can’t fix. At 
least, that appears to 
be the offensive ra- 
tionale for casting Paris-born actress Juliette 
Binoche and Dublin’s Gabriel Byrne as locals 
in “The 33,” based on the true story of the 33 
Chilean miners trapped more than 2,300 feet 
underground for almost 10 weeks in 2010. 

Then again, this almost entirely English- 
language movie also features a Chilean presi- 
dent played by California native Bob Gunton 
(who you know as the warden in “The Shaw- 
shank Redemption,” and who seems to put 
little effort into doing a convincing accent), 
so authenticity clearly wasn’t the goal here. 
Spanish actor Antonio Banderas (notice we’ve 
still yet to land on anyone who’s even from the 
right continent) plays Mario, the unofficial 


leader of the men after the mountain collapses 
and strands them in a hot, terrible place with 
enough food to last just three days. Minimiz- 
ing our recognition of what that survival effort 
was like, director Patricia Riggen (“Girl in 
Progress”) and her mediocre trio of screen- 
writers bounce back and forth between the 
guys down below and the slow-moving rescue 
effort above, where the Minister of Mining 
(Rodrigo Santoro of Brazil, which, like Chile, 
is in South America!) gives diplomatic speech- 
es and the men’s wives, sisters and daughters 
(including Binoche and Cote de Pablo, who’s 
actually Chilean) press their faces against a 
fence, demanding answers. 

This story includes several nightmarish 
scenarios, yet the storytelling is its own kind 
of fraudulent nightmare, avoiding any kind of 
credible interactions and favoring lines like, 
“If we don’t bring them up fast, we’re going 
to be bringing up 33 corpses.” Calling this 
cliche, suspense-free movie “The 33” not only 
deprives that title from being used in what 



we can only assume is the guaranteed Scottie 
Pippen biopic but also dishonestly suggests 
that it honors the entire group. It’s more like 
the generic tale of “The 7 ... and 26 Other 
Faceless Guys,” with the supposedly more 
developed characters including the inevitable 
guy who’s two weeks away from retirement, 
the guy whose wife is pregnant and the guy 
who likes to impersonate Elvis. And the guy 


(Oscar Nunez of “The Office”) comically 
cheating on his wife with the woman who 
lives about six feet away 

Oh, there’s also the guy from Bolivia who’s 
therefore an outsider; of the miners, only he 
and the guy presented as an alcoholic 
freak out about their situation. Between 
“The 33” and “Our Brand is Crisis,” not a 
great few weeks at the movies for Bolivia.

Aet “By the Sea,” written and directed by 
Her Royal Tabloid Highness Who Isn’t a 
Kardashian, opens Friday in a grand total of 
just lo theaters. It’s partly because two of the 
biggest movie stars on the planet (last seen 
together in “Mr. and Mrs. Smith”) aren’t that 
bankable when not kicking ass or robbing 
casinos, and partly because the film is a slow, 
i970s-set drama about a floundering mar- 
riage— which isn’t as snazzy of a night out as. 


say, a sci-fi comedy called “The Martian.” As 
Roland and Vanessa, Pitt and Jolie Pitt look 
like celebrities, donning fancy hats and driv- 
ing a convertible along a French cliff on their 
way to a remote hotel. “Just wanted to get 
away from it all,” Roland claims, but it’s obvi- 
ous there’s something these two, together 
but distant, aren’t discussing. “Have a nice 
day” he tells her. “I won’t,” she says. “I know! 
Love you!” he answers sarcastically “I know,” 
she says. How fortunate that they discover 
a hole in their room’s wall, chipping away at 
the barrier between this long-married couple 
as they watch newlyweds (Melvil Poupaud 
and Melanie Laurent, Pitt’s “Inglourious 
Basterds” co-star) make the most of their 
honeymoon private time. 

Cast differently this movie might also feel 
different. Things change when long-term 
love is the Pitts. In some ways “By the Sea” 
marks a safe, sensual counterpart to “Eyes 
Wide Shut,” Stanley Kubrick’s far more chal- 
lenging and strange descent into monogamy 


and sexual exploration. More than in her 
other, likewise underwhelming directorial 
efforts (“In the Land of Blood and Honey,” 
“Unbroken”), Jolie Pitt establishes control 
over moments and the spectrum of intimacy 
The script’s clunky, but the mood’s right. 

Unfortunately, the ultimate reveal of 
what drives these characters’ sorrow over- 
simplifies an open-ended, almost “Before 
Midnight”-esque crisis into something more 


specific but less profound. The terrible, 
contrived ending undermines anything that 
kind of worked before, leaving traces of a 
condescending message about how the elite 
hurt too. Or maybe it’s a meta commentary 
meant to show that a voyeuristic peek into 
this marriage isn’t as interesting as it may 
seem, and people should leave them alone.
